MEANING OF "FREQUENCIES” 


Distinction Between "Audio” and "Ra­ 
dio” Mutt Bo Learned Early by 
the Beginner. 


A newcom er into radio experim ent­ 
ing ran k s Is often perplexed by the 
two term s called audio frequency and 
radio frequency. 
T h e necessity of m akiug a distinc­ 
tion in tile frequencies in radio Is im ­ 
portant. 
It is generally known th a t 
vibrations of over 20,000 a second are 
inaudible to the hum an car. T he radio 
transm itters, depending upon their de­ 
sign, em it vibrations alw ays running 
Into tens or even hundreds of thou­ 
sands, and are known as radio fre­ 
quencies. 
In Die reception of these 
w aves It is necessary to reduce them 
to within Hie range of audibility of our 
ears. 
Therefore, nu arbitrary division bas 
been m ade by radio englueei-s and de­ 
signers to differentiate between the 
tw o frequencies. All frequencies above 
IO,WO a re alluded to as radio fre­ 
quencies and all below 10.000 as audio 
frequencies. 
It 
must he rem em bered whenever 
tile question of frequency is met with 
iii the study of radio that radio fre­ 
quency is that used in transm ission, 
and th a t it must ultimately, by various 
methods, 
lie 
reduced 
to 
audio 
fre­ 
quency in order th a t the telephone re­ 
ceivers commonly used for tile recep­ 
tion of signals may function. 


Till# Is analogous to th e transm is­ 
sion of pow er over great distances by 
wire. 
it is generally carried at a high 
voltage over the greater distance, and, i 
by m eans of step-down transform ers, J 
converted to a voltage of lit) volts, o r­ 
dinarily used in our household scheme.
